£100,000 theft 



A VICAR has warned that a 
church could close after 
more than £100,000 of lead 
was stripped from its roof. 

The Rev David Randell 
said insurance would only 
pay up to £15,000 towards

repairing St Mary’s in 
Warkworth, hit by lead 
thieves overnight on Friday 
and Saturday. 


Rain poured into the 
remote church, damaging the 
inside, which was only 
recently given its first 
makeover in 100 years, paid 
for by a £7,000 fundraising 
drive. 

Balaclava-clad thieves 
removed CCTV cameras and 
even a memorial bench. 

But insurance payouts are 
capped because of a UK rise 
in church lead thefts and Mr 
Randell fears the Diocese of 
Oxford will demand 
expensive lead be used for 
repairs. 

He said: “If we can’t repair 
like with like, because we 
can’t afford it, then it will be 
closed and may fall into 
disrepair.” 

He added: “These thieves 
just have no sense of 
decency. The word sacrilege 
doesn’t mean anything to 
them. The fact it is a holy 
place is irrelevant.” 

Mr Randell, a vicar of 22 
years, said there had been 
ten lead raids in his six 
parishes over the last three 
years. 

Better regulation of the 
scrap trade was needed, he 
said, to track thefts. 


He said: “The reason there 
are this number of thefts is 
because the price of metal is 
high and people know they 
can get away with it.” 

Church treasurer Derek 
Jones said: “These people are 
despicable. 

“We have a small 
congregation of perhaps 
seven or eight for our two 
monthly services, hence you 
can imagine we don’t have a 
lot of income.” 

Diocese spokesman Sarah 
Meyrick said: “There has 
been a massive increase in 
lead thefts over the last three 
years. 

“One of the things that is 
particularly concerning is 
when they steal the lead, 
they make a huge amount of 
damage.” 

Suitable replacement 
materials were considered on 
a case-by-case basis, she said. 

The stolen bench was 
installed in 1989 by farmer 
John Fenemore in memory of 
his father, George, who died 
in 1988. 

Police are investigating.

Rising prices are putting 14,000 county pensioners in crisis 


Poverty fear for OAPs 



THOUSANDS of pensioners across 
Oxfordshire are being squeezed into 
poverty by rising prices and falling 
returns on their savings. 

The charity, Age UK Oxfordshire, 
estimates that 14,000 of the county’s 
120,000 pensioners are now living at or 
below the poverty line. 

It comes as a new report from 
Prudential estimates that while 
inflation has averaged 3.1 per cent over 
the past three years, over-55s have 
experienced price rises of 4.6 per cent 
because they spend more on fuel bills 
and less on mortgages. 

At the same time, the insurance firm 
warned that pensioners were hit 
hardest because they rely on fixed 
incomes while prices were rising, and 
savings rates had collapsed to as little 
as 0.05 per cent. 

Age UK Oxfordshire chief executive 
Paul Cann said: “Rising costs are a 
serious problem. They degrade the 
quality of life for older people. 

“Energy costs are rocketing, food 
does not get any cheaper, and they find 
they are receiving very little to live on. 

“This will get worse if pensions do 
not take into account the increase in 
prices.” 

Mr Cann warned there could be 150 
unnecessary deaths among the elderly 
in Oxfordshire this winter. 

He said: “Older people will make

sacrifices. They will shiver, put a 
blanket on and keep the heating down 
below what is safe and proper because 
they are trying to scrimp. 

“They are brilliant at being stoical 
and unselfish, and in the process, they 
go short.” 

The charity estimates that more than 
40,000 pensioners across Oxfordshire

leave £100m a year in housing benefit, 
council tax benefit and pension credit 
unclaimed mainly because they do not 
know they are entitled to it. 

Overall, 14,000 pensioners have an 
income of less than 60 per cent of the 
average wage - equivalent to about £71 
a week for a person living on their own. 

Oxfordshire pensioner John Hewer, 
now aged 97, said: “The increase in the 
price of electricity and gas is 
frightening. 

“I now have to pay out £20 a week to 
go the day centre, and that is a big 
chunk of my income. 

“Everything is going up, even if it is 
by 5p or lOp steps. A pint of milk has 
gone up from 45p to 50p. It all adds up, 
and the future is not very good.” 

Fellow OAP Ron Mutton, 67, said 
pensioners were trapped in a 
“nightmare situation”. 

He said: “The problem is the cost of 
gas, electricity and water. 

“The prices seem to go up and up and 
up, and yet the companies’ profits are 
massive. 

“Everyone I have spoken to agrees 
that even the cost of shopping for the 
staples of life - bread, milk, fruit and 
veg - has gone up as petrol costs have 
gone up. 

“I’ve had to cut back on many things. 
They even rob you with the cost of a 
pint of beer at the end of the day.”

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Former head of county studies warns of lack of vision 

Historians worried 
about the future 


HISTORIANS have warned 
that Oxfordshire will be left 
with a forgotten past because 
of budget cuts to the county’s 
archive. 

The Oxfordshire Local 
History Association, which 
represents more than 3,000 
amateur local historians, 
said planned 36 per cent cuts 
over the next four years 
would reduce the archive 
service to a “holding 
operation”. 

Earlier this year, the 
county council merged the 
Oxfordshire Studies with the 
Record Office, leaving the 
Central Library with only a 
skeleton local studies section. 

OLHA said there were 
already huge cataloguing and 
conservation backlogs 
following staffing cuts, and 
the loss of any more experts 
would have “devastating 
consequences”. 

Their words were backed 
by the University of Oxford’s 
Regius Professor of History, 
Lyndal Roper. 

Professor Roper said: “We 
need good archives and we 
owe a great debt to the 
wonderful archivists who 
have so much learning and 
expertise in maintaining and 
organising the materials. 

“It is a threat to historians 
of the future.” 

The county council’s 
former head of Oxfordshire 
Studies, Dr Malcolm 
Graham, said there was a 
“lack of vision” for the 
service at County Hall. 

Dr Graham, 63, said a host 
of records remained locked 
in vaults, catalogues are 
incomplete, and the county

council service was doing 
little to work with the 
University of Oxford’s 
Bodleian Library to digitise 
records. 

He said: “There has not 
been enough thought about 
how this service should be 
run. 

“The council has a rather 
limited view of the history 
service as a place for a few 
old timers who want to go 
and research whatever. 

“I think it is much more of 
a service that should be 
relevant to all sections of the 
community.” 

He said that heritage 
tourism was a growing 
industry, and more people 
wanted to access the county’s 
unique archives. 

He added: “We have 
already seen the merger of 
Oxfordshire Studies and the 
Record Office, which 
involved virtually halving 
the number the number of 
staff. 

“This was more than an 
efficiency saving; it was a 
savage cut. It means a loss of 
a wealth of expertise and 
years of experience.” 

Gemma Watts, spokesman 
for Oxfordshire County 
Council, said: “Most service 
areas have been asked to 
make contribution to these 
savings - the exceptions 
being fire and rescue and 
children’s social care. 

“The Oxfordshire History 
Service has achieved 
efficiency savings in the past

few years and has combined 
services to ensure the new 
service continues the work 
undertaken in the past, as 
well as enabling the service 
to be secure and even 
improved in the future.

J ust over 90 years ago, a soldier named 
Lance Bombardier Tom Lister, a 
Lancastrian, looked at Britain and decided 
that something had to be done. 

As a result of the war, Britain's economy had 
plummeted. 

There were two million unemployed. 

More than six million men had served 
in the war - but 725,000 never 
returned. 

And of those who came back, 
1.75m had suffered some kind of 
disability - half being 
permanently disabled. 

Added to this were the 
widows and orphans and 
often parents who had relied 
on their sons financially. 

In Oxfordshire, men of all 
ages had left families and 
jobs to travel overseas, many 
for the first time, to fight the 
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enemy - Germany, Austria-Hungary and 
Turkey’s Ottoman Empire. 

The resulting death toll was catastrophic. 

The Oxfordshire and Buckinghamshire Light 
Infantry alone lost 5,878 men. 

The Queen’s Own Oxfordshire Hussars, also 
known as the Oxfordshire Yeomanry, lost 150. 

And the Royal Berkshire Regiment, which 
drew many recruits from the Vale of White 
Horse and towns that today lie in south 
Oxfordshire, lost 6,688. 

Many more suffered wounds that would 
affect them and their families for the rest of 
their lives. 

Lance Bombardier Lister’s wish to help these 
families spawned an idea for a new 
organisation. The Royal British Legion was 
formed on May 15,1921. 

Its main purpose was straightforward: to care 
for those who had suffered as a result of theirs 
or a loved ones’ service in the war. 

Ninety years on, warfare has changed, but its 
legacy is still as bitter. 

Defence cuts, the 
economic crisis and 
disability mean many 
service personnel are 
returning to the same 
hardships their 
comrades faced 90 years 
ago. 

Which is why, 
according to the 
Legion’s county 
manager, Linda 
Flecknell, their work is 
more important than 
ever: 

Mrs Flecknell said: 
“As we celebrate our 
history we face 
challenges too. 

“Many young service 
leavers will be 
embarking on civilian 
life in the most difficult 
economic times in 
recent history.

Health chief resigns 


THE chief of Oxfordshire’s health 
services has resigned after just six 
months in her post. 

Sonia Mills, who joined NHS 
Oxfordshire as chief executive in 
March 2010, has stepped down “due 
to personal reasons”. 

Ms Mills was six months into a new 
role as head of the Buckinghamshire 
and Oxfordshire NHS “Cluster”. 

The cluster is a temporary 
commissioning body. 

It was formed earlier this year, when 
the primary care trusts for 
Buckinghamshire and Oxfordshire 
merged, and will oversee changes for 
the reorganisation of the NHS in 2013, 
when GPs will take over 


commissioning under the 
Government’s Health Reforms Bill. 

Fred Hucker, chairman of the 
Buckinghamshire and Oxfordshire 
NHS Cluster, said: “Sonia has been 
chief executive of NHS Oxfordshire 
since early 2010 and for the 
Buckinghamshire and Oxfordshire 
Cluster over the past six months. 

“She has contributed significantly to 
the health system throughout both 
counties and has established a sound 
basis for the current transitional 
activities within the NHS nationally. 

“She will be missed within our two 
counties and on behalf of the board 
and all parts of the health system.” 
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Man changed plea to guilty at trial 

‘Cowboy’ roofer 
escapes jail 


A COWBOY roofer who fleeced a 
pensioner and then ‘referred’ 
her to his nephew who also 
ripped her off has escaped being 
jailed. 

Ruben Shepherd, 39, of 
Hapley Road, Chipping Norton, 
had pleaded not guilty to a total 
of six charges of fraud and 
deception. 

His case had been adjourned 
for trial, at which it was thought 
his frail 92-year-old victim would 
not have been fit enough to give 
evidence. 

But during a hearing at 
Birmingham Crown Court, 
Shepherd changed his pleas on 
two charges of deception and 
one of fraud to guilty, which was 
accepted by the prosecution. 

The court heard that in 
November 2006, Shepherd had

obtained £650 from the old lady 
after falsely claiming he had re¬ 
bedded and re-pointed 27 ridge 
roof tiles at her home in 
Tennyson Road, Stratford. 

Just eight days later, he 
obtained a further £1,950 from 
her by claiming that it was a fair 
price for further work he had 
carried out to the roof. 

Then, in June 2007, Shepherd 
presented the pensioner with an 
invoice claiming that he had 
replaced roof tiles, when in fact 
he had not carried out the work. 

He was sentenced to 48 weeks 
in prison, suspended for two 
years, and was ordered to do 240 
hours of unpaid work and to pay 


a total of £1,740 compensation to 
his victim. 

At an earlier hearing 
prosecutor Tony Watkin 
revealed that Shepherd had also 
referred the pensioner to his 
nephew Stephen Kerry because 
she wanted some work doing on 
her drive, which he told her he 
did not do. 

And in May this year, Kerry, 
21, of Beeches Mobile Home 
Park, Chipping Norton, was also 
given a suspended sentence for 
defrauding the pensioner over 
the work he had carried out on 
the drive. 

He was sentenced to six 
months in prison, suspended for 
two years, and ordered to do 120 
hours of unpaid work and to pay 
£850 compensation to their 
elderly victim.

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Abuse of trust charge 


A MAN appeared before 
magistrates last week, 
accused of voyeurism and 
sexual assault involving 
three of his young pupils. 

Joshua Plank was 
charged with abuse in a 
position of trust in that he 
sexually molested a 13-year- 
old boy. The assault was 
said to have happened 
between December 1 and 
New Year's Eve last year. 

It was also alleged the 24- 
year-old observed two pupils 
doing a private act for the 
purpose of his own sexual 
gratification, JPs at Banbury 


Magistrates' Court heard. 

The first incident was said 
to have happened between 
May 31 and July 1 last year, 
with the other voyeurism 
charge alleged to have 
happened on February 18. 

Plank, of Clouds Hill, 
Signet, near Burford, was 
granted bail with the 
condition that he must not 
contact any of the nine 
witnesses involved in the 
case. 

He was ordered to appear 
before magistrates again at 
the same court on October 
4. 


New campaign is 
launched as skin 
cancer cases soar 
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A BANBURY mother, 
who battled skin cancer, 
has been chosen to front 
a national sun awareness 
campaign after figures 
revealed soaring cases of 
skin cancer across the 
county. 

Jaki Munday, 39, from 
Banbury was diagnosed 
with potentially fatal 
malignant melanoma in 
2004. 

The warehouse 
assistant and mum to 
Callum, 11 and Ruby, 
aged five, went to her GP 
after finding an 
abnormal mole. 

It was a decision which 
probably saved her life. 

She explained: “It 
looked like a piece of 
skin filled with fluid. It 
was smooth and pale 
looking, and didn’t have 
any of the usual signs of 
being cancerous, such as 
itching, changing colour 
or bleeding, but I knew it 
wasn’t right. So I insisted 
on being referred to 
hospital to have it 
checked out. 

Mrs Munday’s worst 
fears were to prove valid 
when just a few weeks

later she was told the 
mole she had been 
concerned about was 
indeed cancerous. 

After having a lymph 
node removed, Mrs 
Munday and her family 
were horrified to learn 
the cancer may have 
spread. 

But a further 20 lymph 
nodes removed from her 
neck were eventually 
found to be all clear from 
cancer. 

She said: “I don’t 
blame anyone for not 
thinking that my moles 
were not cancerous, they 
didn’t show any of the 
usual signs which makes 
it more scary really. 

“It is important for 
people to know their own 
body and not be afraid to 
insist on getting 
something checked out 
they are worried about.” 

In July, the Annual 
Oxfordshire Health 
Profile revealed that the 
number of cases of skin 
cancer in the county is 
significantly higher than 


average, with 23 cases 
diagnosed per 100,000 
people, compared to an 
average of 13 per 100,000 
across the country. 

Mrs Munday said her 
own experience of skin 
cancer made her want to 
raise awareness about 
the hazards of sunburn. 
And that is why she and 
her children and 
husband, Ian, also 39, 
have teamed up with 
Cancer Research UK to 
promote their SunSmart 
campaign. 

Cancer Research UK 
spokesman Helen 
Johnstone said: “During 
the summer the desire to 
look tanned will 
encourage many young 
people to use sunbeds 
prior to soaking up the 
sun on the beach. 

“Yet using sunbeds and 
sun worshipping can 
carry very real risks of 
premature aging and 
skin cancer, especially if 
you get burnt.” 

Cancer Research UK’s 
SunSmart campaign 
aims to encourage people 
to take steps to avoid 
sunburn this summer - 
avoiding sunbeds, 
using shade and 
covering up at the 
hottest parts of the 
day, and using at 
least factor 15 
sunscreen 
regularly.

At the moment, the service — 
which picks up OAPs and the 
disabled from their homes — is 
managed by Oxfordshire’s five 
district councils. 

Each provides a different level 
of service for its residents, with 
no service at all in South 
Oxfordshire. 

But when Oxfordshire County 
Council takes over dial-a-ride 
management in April, it means 
resources will be spread more 
evenly.

Council transport boss Rodney 
Rose said: “It would be unrealistic 
to assume that Cherwell’s dial-a- 
ride will remain at the high level 
it is at the moment. 

“We can’t put more into 
Cherwell than South Oxfordshire 
and the Vale district, that isn’t 
how a county-funded organisation 
works.” 

South Oxfordshire’s service 
will improve while Oxford, Vale 
and West Oxfordshire will 
“remain about the same” said Mr 
Rose, cabinet member for 
transport. 

Cherwell District Council is to 
cut its £187,000 contribution to the 
service, with the inevitable 
reduction in service, he said. 
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The district council was not 
available for comment. 

Mrs Wilkins gets the service 
every Wednesday and Friday to 
see her husband of 63 years, 
Arthur, at Lake House care home, 
five miles away in Adderbury. 

The 82-year-old, who also gets a 
two-mile trip to Morrisons 
supermarket every Thursday, 
said: “If they take it off, these old 
people won’t be able to afford £5 
for a taxi. 

“There are a lot of people on 
their own and they look forward 
to doing their shopping because 
they meet other people and have a 
chat on the bus. 

“We can’t have it taken away. I 
don’t know what will happen if 
they do. They would be lost 
without it.” 

The council expects to make a 
decision on which 
organisations will get 
dial-a-ride contracts by 
Christmas. 

Brian Price, manager 
of the Banburyshire 
Community Transport 
Association, which 
runs the Cherwell 
service, said: “We will 
go out of business 
unless adequate grant 
funding is found from 
somewhere. We could 
only be serving the 
towns and villages.” 

He said the loss of 
the 26-year-old 
organisation, which 
has ten buses, would be 
“devastating” for the 
district, which has

about 8,300 residents 
aged 75 and over. 

He said: “Most of our 
people will just lose the 
service and they will sit 
at home and look at the 
walls.” He urged a 
county decision on 
contracts by November. 

The three other 
districts use Octabus, 
run by Walter’s 
Limousines. 

West Oxfordshire 


District Council — 
which has about 7,400 
pensioners aged 75 and 
over in its area — 
contributes £29,400 and 
that is under review. 

Oxford City Council, 
which has about 8,800

LESS rubbish is being dumped 
at county tips after council 
bosses moved to stop “white van 
man” abusing the service. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
said waste left at its eight 
household waste recycling 
centres had fallen by 14 per cent 
since permits were introduced 
for van and trailer owners. 

The free permits are required 
by residents with “commercial- 
type” vehicles so they can prove 
they are not using them on 
business. 

They were introduced in 
November to stop commercial 
waste being illegally off-loaded. 

And the council said concerns 
that the move would lead to an 
increase in fly-tipping have 
proven unfounded, with illegal 
dumping down between 
November and March. 

A council report said: “This 
means it is now easier to access 
household waste recycling 
centres, along with less time 
spent queuing.” 

The 3,900 tonne drop in waste 
from November to June saved 
the council - which has 
responsibility for disposing of 
household waste - some 
£250,000, it said. 

This is set against £20,000 
annual running costs of the 
scheme and £36,000 set-up costs. 

But the council said a grace 
period before the rule was fully 
applied from February 1 led to 
“an increased level of verbal 
and physical abuse directed at 
the site operatives”. 

It adds: “Where possible 
Oxfordshire County Council has 
contacted those residents who 
are perpetrators of this abuse 
and in some circumstances the 
police have also been contacted.” 

No charges have been brought 
so far. 

Owen Morton, a spokesman 
for the Conservative-controlled 


council, said: “We are pleased 
that the scheme has been 
successfully introduced and is 
having a positive impact in 
cracking down on illegally 
deposited waste and saving 
Oxfordshire taxpayers money.” 

Liberal Democrat group waste 
spokesman Anne Purse said: “It 
is really good news. 

“It is important that we 
shouldn’t be supporting people 
using the centres for 
commercial waste.” 

“Commercial type” vehicles 
(weighing less than 3.5 tonnes 
when stocked with waste) and 
trailers (1.8m to 3m in length) 
need a permit. 

Homes can only have one 


permit, though the option of 
allowing more than one vehicle 
per permit is being explored by 
the authority. 

Permit holders are limited to 
12 trips a year in that vehicle. 

Bosses hope the scheme will 
become paperless by use of 
BlackBerry handheld devices at 
sites. 

The council runs centres at 
Banbury, as well as at Ardley, 
Old Abingdon Road in Oxford, 
Drayton, Crowmarsh, Stanton 
Harcourt, Stanford in the Vale 
and Chadlington. 

The latter two will close in 
September to save £750,000, 
though a “super tip” will open in 
Kidlington next year. 


Broadband’s £3.86m pledge 


THE Government has 
announced a £3.86m 
investment to improve 
broadband speeds in rural 
Oxfordshire. 

The cash is part of a £362m 
package to improve 
connections across the 
country. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council and Oxfordshire 
Enterprise Partnership will 
be in charge of introducing 
broadband across the county, 
and will have to draw up a 


delivery plan and find match- 
funding to the Government 
cash. 

Culture Secretary Jeremy 
Hunt said: “Fast broadband is 
absolutely vital to our 
economic growth, to 
delivering public services 
effectively, and to conducting 
our every day lives. 

“But some areas of the UK 
are missing out, with many 
rural and hard-to-reach 
communities suffering 
painfully slow Internet 


connections or no coverage at 
all. 

“We are not prepared to let 
some parts of our country get 
left behind in the digital 
age.” 

The new money should 
ensure that 90 per cent of 
homes and businesses will 
have access to superfast 
broadband by 2015. 

The Countryside Alliance 
said the new cash would 
provide a “massive boost” to 
the rural economy.

Catalytic converters snatched as 


Car parts 
targeted by 
thieves 


ORGANISED gangs and opportunist thieves 
are stealing scores of catalytic converters 
from cars throughout the county. 

The latest statistics released by Thames 
Valley Police show the number of thefts in 
Oxfordshire has risen from seven in 2009/10 
to 92 last year. 

But 59 have already been torn from cars 
between April and June so far this year. 

The force’s crime reduction officer, Nick 
Gilbert, said the global economy’s appetite 
for metal had increased the value of scrap, 
pushing up prices and making the crime a 
lucrative criminal venture. 

He explained: “There’s a lack of the 
elements that are going into catalytic 
converters - palladium, rhodium and 
platinum. 

“For the industry to get enough to sustain 
the car market there has to be recycling, 
which is giving catalytic converters that are

outside of their lifespan a value and 
criminals are latching on to that.” 

He said that thefts from driveways and 
car parks were still rare, but delivery 
companies and businesses with a fleet of 
vehicles were targeted more often. 

“They have lots of vehicles parked 
overnight, so the criminals can steal a lot in 
one go,” he explained. 

Chris Jones, from National Tyres and 
Autocare, said his garage had helped many 
victims of the theft. 

He said: “We have had quite a few people 
coming in to have their catalytic converters 
replaced after they have been stolen. 

“Normally, it is quite expensive. It can be 
up to £300 to replace.”

MIND, BODY & SOUL 


FOR THE BODY 
YOU DESERVE 

In previous columns I explained 
that you would need to perform 
many hours of jogging, cycling, 
swimming, walking or other forms 
of cardio activity each week to lose 
weight. I know how surprised many 
people are when told that to lose 
even one pound of weight by jogging, they would need to 
jog for four to five hours! Other forms of cardio would take 
even longer! 

That is not to say that other forms of exercise won’t help you 
to lose weight and this month I want to explain why Isometric 
exercise will not only help you to slim down but can ensure 
that you lose inches in all the right places. When combined 
with more conventional Resistance training the effect can be 
incredible. 

As I explained previously, I call my programme Resisted 
Tension which integrates resistance training with Isometrics. 
If you are doing this at home you will need to focus on 
Isometrics and omit the resistance exercise. You can still 
expect great results. 

Why does this simple method work so well? It is because our 
muscles burn most of the calories that we spend so anything 
that would make our muscles burn more calories twenty four 
seven would be highly beneficial to a slimmer. And that is 
exactly what Isometric exercise does. 

Our muscles are made up of a large number of fibres and 
these are either ’switched on’ or ‘switched off at any one 


time. Some fibres are switched on permanently even while we 
are asleep. Others are only switched on when we need to use 
that muscle to perform a task. Isometric muscle squeezing 
exercise will (if performed regularly) gradually ‘switch on’ 
more fibres permanently. The muscle is now stronger and 
more toned. You look better and you are burning more 
calories. A competitive body builder with lots more muscle 
than any one else, can burn up more than seven thousand 
calories every day without performing any cardio activity at 
all and their body fat can be as low as 4% of their total weight. 
That compares very favourably with most slimmers who often 
have a body fat percentage in excess of 30%. 

So there it is. Isometric and resistance exercise will tighten, 
tone and strengthen your muscles in all the right places, 
helping you to lose inches and look lean and mean! 

Each month I will be giving you an Isometric exercise for a 
different body part. Within a few weeks you will be tightening 
and toning the whole body. Later, if you want even faster inch 
loss you will need to add some Resistance exercise to your 
programme, but let’s take one thing at a time shall we? 

This month’s Isometric exercise is for that annoying problem 
that so many women complain of at the back of the upper 
arms. Some people unkindly refer to them as ‘bingo wings’. If 
you have this problem you will know what I mean. Even if your 
arms are not heading south it is still worth doing this exercise 
to keep your arms in great shape. 

TRICEP DIPS 

Stand with your back to the seat of a solid chair (one that 
won’t tip over) and touch your thumbs together behind your 
Back. Now bend your knees to allow you to place both 
thumbs on the edge of the seat keeping your arms straight. 


Now slowly lower your bottom towards the floor by bending 
your arms at the elbow keeping both feet firmly in place. 
Once your thighs are horizontal, stop and hold the position 
for seven seconds. Then straighten your arms to return to 
the start position, pause for a few seconds and repeat twelve 
times. You will soon feel this exercise at the back of your 
upper arms (the Triceps muscles) and not only will this tighten 
and tone your upper arms but it will strengthen them too. 
Perform Tricep Dips each day along with the Tummy Tucks 
and Gluteal Squeeze exercises which I gave you in previous 
weeks and you are well on the way to a better figure. We will 
be adding other Isometric exercises as we go along but these 
three alone will make a significant difference. 

DIET TIP 

This month I want you to continue with the first two tips and 
increase your intake of water. It has been shown that feelings 
of hunger are often caused by dehydration (not hunger) 
so this week let’s find out shall we? I want you to drink a 
minimum of eight glasses of water each day. Pop some ice in 
the glass and a slice of lemon and convince yourself that you 
are drinking a refreshing vodka and tonic (or your favourite 
tipple)! 

Whenever you feel hungry and twenty minutes before each 

meal drink at least one glass of vodka & tonic. sorry, 

I meant water!

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Charming tale 
of growing up 


THE ART OF GETTING BY 

(12A, 83 mins) 
Drama/Romance/Comedy. 
Freddie Highmore, Emma 
Roberts, Michael Angarano, 
Elizabeth Reaser, Sam Robards, 
Rita Wilson, Blair Underwood, 
Alicia Silverstone. Director:

“HAPPINESS is something you 
have to look after, be vigilant 
about,” tenderly advises a 
mother in Gavin Wiesen's 
impressive debut feature. 

The writer-director has been 
vigilant about ensuring our 
happiness with this touching 
coming-of-age story, crafting 
detailed characters and 
dialogue that we believe in 
from the opening frame. 

Admittedly, the plot is 
predictable and many big- 
screen teenagers have 
stumbled and fallen just like 
the laconic hero of Wiesen’s 
imagination, who describes 
himself as “the Teflon 
slacker”". 

However, what The Art Of 
Getting By lacks in originality, 
it makes up for in sincerity and 
bittersweet charm. 

Fatalistic high school student 


George Zinavoy (Freddie 
Highmore) doesn’t see any 
point in completing class 
assignments and the socially 
awkward loner is on the verge 
of failing to graduate. 

“I have a real problem with 
motivating but I’ll try,” he tells 
Principal Martinson (Blair 
Underwood), not really 
believing those words himself. 

When his mother Vivian 
(Rita Wilson) and step-father 
Jack (Sam Robards) discover 
he is on academic probation, 
George convinces them that 
there is no need to worry. He 
just needs to apply himself. 

By chance, George crosses 
paths with Sally (Emma 
Roberts) and he takes the 
blame and the punishment for 
her transgression during 
school hours. 

In return, she introduces 
George to a world of parties 
and colour he never knew 
existed. 

He also finds a mentor for his 
artistic endeavours in painter 
Dustin (Michael Angarano) - a 
school alumnus, who is 
immediately taken with Sally. 

“You like her?” Dustin asks 
George. “You should like her if 


you don’t.” 

The Art Of Getting By is a 
charming and moving portrait 
of growing pains, distinguished 
by a compelling lead 
performance from Highmore as 
a boy on the cusp of manhood. 

The actor doesn’t strike one 
false note getting beneath the 
skin of his disenfranchised and 
painfully lonely misfit. 

He looks awkward in his own 
company and anguish ripples 
across his face when Sally 
diffuses any possible sexual 
tension by telling George up 
front, “You’re my only real 
friend. Let’s not ruin it.” 

Angarano and Underwood 
offer solid support as mentors, 
who either disappoint George 
or provide him with a shocking 
ultimatum to shake him out of 
the fug. 

The stuttering romance with 
Roberts carouses us between 
smiles and tears, and crucially, 
Wiesen draws together the 
narrative threads without 
resorting too readily to hoary 
cliches and sickly sentiment. 

His first film doesn’t just “get 
by” - it courts and steadily 
wins our affections.

Fines still mounting for 
overdue library books 


WHERE is Wally? That’s the question after it was 
revealed a book about the bespectacled character 
was one of seven missing from Oxfordshire’s 
libraries for more than six years. 

Patient library chiefs are still waiting on the 
seven books, including Where’s Wally In 
Hollywood and Oh, the thinks you can think! by Dr 
Seuss, as well as a DVD and two CDs. 

Oxfordshire County Council only records 
overdue items up to six years and a day and 
stopped counting for the ten items when it got to 
six years and 17 days. 

One library user faces a whopping £178.93 fine 
when - or if - they return eight 
books and cough up for another 
eight they reported lost. 

The cash-strapped authority is 
owed £17,210.85 on items not 
returned and £29,677.77 on 
returned items. 

Spokesman Marcus Mabberley 
said: “Councils could, in theory, 
take readers with overdue items 
or unpaid fines to court, but in 
practice this doesn’t happen in 
Oxfordshire. 

“It is thought that the cost of 
such action would be 
significantly higher than fine 
amounts or the cost of overdue 
items.” 

Users get a reminder letter or 
email after 28 days, another one three weeks later 
and borrowing rights are suspended after 78 days 
until they are returned. 

Those who owe £10 or more on their account 
can also no longer borrow items until it is paid off. 

Adult fines are 20p a day for books to a 


maximum £9.20 and a maximum £10.50 for some 
DVDs and £6 for some music CDs. Concessions 
apply. 

Last year the council collected £189,703.35 in 
fines, down from £216,011.42 and £216,149.75 the 
previous years. 

Mr Mabberley said closure of some branches to 
put in self-service equipment, resulting in longer 
loan periods, could have cut fines along with 
online and phone renewal. 

Author Malcolm Graham urged the user who 
has had his Oxford Yesterday and Today history 
book for more than six years from Kidlington 
Library to return it. 

He said: “Someone obviously 
really enjoys it I suppose. 

“They should return it 
because it is stopping other 
people from having access to 
it.” 

The author, 53, said: “I don’t 
think it is in print, otherwise I 
would suggest they go out and 
buy a copy.” 

The council last year 
proposed cutting funding from 
20 out of 43 branches to save 
cash. 

It later said it would fund 22 
in full, ensure five would be 
“significantly” staffed and have 
16 more reliant on volunteers. 

Nicholas Newman, who campaigned to get 
Headington fully funded, said: “I am very 
concerned they are not receiving the money at a 
time when they claim they are short of money and 
have to make cutbacks. The fines owed would pay 
for two librarians.”

T he current focus for 
hubbub, hullabaloo, 
and not a little hype, in 
modern motoring is 
undoubtedly on elec¬ 
tric cars. Mitsubishi Motors is as 
active a player as any car maker 
in stoking the flames of the lat¬ 
est ‘green revolution’. 

Its awkwardly-named i-MiEV 
electric car is undoubtedly up 
there at the cutting edge, but a 
quick glance at the sums 
involved in purchasing any new 
electric car means that, for the 
time being at least, these will 
remain firmly in the hands of a 
privileged few. 

Thankfully, back in the real 
world where most of us exist, 
Mitsubishi continues to deliver 
well-packaged, well-equipped, 
economical cars consummately 
capable of handling the 
demands of family life. 

Take the Colt. It is a simple, 
tried and tested, five-door hatch¬ 
back which will reliably trans¬ 
port five people, or a heap of lug¬ 
gage, in comfort and won’t break 
the bank. So how do you add a 
dash of appeal to that already 
attractive combination? Simple.

Add the Juro badge. These spe¬ 
cial editions have popped up 
across the Mitsubishi range and 
add a chunk of extra equipment 
at a competitive price. 

For the Colt, that means full 
leather upholstery, a portable 
Garmin satnav, which includes 
Bluetooth phone link, and other 
goodies ranging from 16-inch 
alloy wheels and air condition¬ 
ing, to a leather-trimmed steer¬ 
ing wheel with audio controls. 

Under the bonnet is an utterly 
conventional, and superbly reli¬ 
able, 1.3-litre petrol engine, 
linked to a five-speed manual 
gearbox. Do you need to work 
the gearbox a bit on steep hills 
when the car is fully loaded? Oh 
yes. Can you squeeze 50mpg out 
of it? Yes, if you take it carefully. 
Will it cruise at 70mph all day on 
a motorway? No bother? 

It is, above all, a hugely well 
thought out compact car. and a 
pretty safe place to be, with a 
four-star Euro NCAP rating and 
front, side and curtain airbags 
fitted as standard. Already cov¬ 
ered by a three-year, unlimited 


mileage warranty, it is not sur¬ 
prising that most buyers also 
take up the company’s offer of a 
£375 service plan, which covers 
the first three services. 

Mitsubishi is undoubtedly a 
dedicated player in the electric 
car stakes, and says that it 
intends that electric and plug-in 
hybrid electric vehicles will 
account for at least 20 per cent of 
its total production by 2020. 

That still leaves four out of 
five of its vehicles using fossil 
fuel. So there is still plenty of 
life remaining for a well-pack¬ 
aged, well-equipped, economi¬ 
cal, small hatchback.
